
Dry Goods Merchants in Sixth
Avenue and Twenty-third

Street Complain.
Fedlers impudently Shout in Women's

Ears and Shake Things to Sell
in Their Faces.

TWENTY ARRESTED BY THE POLICE.

A Petition of Shoppers Was Sent to the
Commissioners, but Before It Had

Been Acted on Captain Pickett
Ordered a Raid.

The flower pedlers and fruit venders
In the Tenderloin district have become so

noisy in their cries and persistent in their
efforts to sell that the merchants on Sixth
avenue and Twenty-third street have com¬

plained of them to the police as a nuisance.
There is no objection on the part of the
large dry goods houses to these men mak¬
ing a livelihood, but the manner in which
they conduct themselves has proved so of¬
fensive to the women patrons of the big
stores that the proprietors have been
obliged to ask police aid to keep the fruit
and flower sellers in check.
Just how great the nuisance had grown

.was shown by a letter addressed a few
days ago to the Police Commissioners,
signed by twenty women who are in the
habit of shopping along Sixth avenue and
Twenty-third street. They wrote that the
flower pedlers especially had become so

impudent that they shouted in ladies' ears
and shoved flowers into their faces.
The letter was turned over to Inspector

Brooks, who has charge of the district
where the pedlers and venders complained
of congregate. He referred the matter to
Captain Pickett, of the West Thirtieth
Street Station.

It so happened that on last Friday, the
day before he received Inspector Brooks's
communication, Captain l'ickett, as a re¬
sult of his own observation, had ordered a
raid upon the venders. In consequence of
his order twenty men were arrested. They
were nearly all Greeks, and the police say
that more trouble is caused by men of this
nationality than by any other. In Jeffer¬
son Market Court they were fined from $1
to $3 each by Magistrate Brann. The ac¬
tion of the Magistrate in backing up the
police was in the nature of a surprise
to the offenders, as in the past many
such cases have been dismissed in the
court, thereby offsetting the efforts to
abate the nuisance and encouraging the

f>edlers and venders to become even bolder
n the prosecution of their business.
Since the raid, however, a great improve¬

ment has been noticeable on Sixth avenue
and Twenty-third street. The pedlers and
venders are kept moving, their cries are
less noisy and their interference with pe¬
destrians less marked. The merchants and
shoppers are correspondingly pleased.

WHAT TUE MERCHANTS SAY.
"There is no denying," said Manager

Itichard Smyth, of Richard's, on "Twenty-
third street, "that we and our customers
have suffered a great deal of annoyance
from pedlers. The flower sellers are the
worst behaved of the lot. We also hnd
much trouble with two very persistent sell¬
ers of puppy animals. One stood at one
entrance bawling out about his dogs,
while the other, who had a stock of cais,
stood at the other entrance, and was equal¬
ly noisy. We had many complaints about
these, men. Now things are much better.
The police do not allow pedlers to remain
long in any one spot.
"Every once in a while 1 have to send out

our own employes to drive the pedlers
*. !y . J i.v\ aiv,a>5 e v> noil i'e ten
them to do so. but. they have a way of
just moving to the store next door, where
they keep up their shouting and pestering
of pedestrians until they are driven from
there. Then they come back to us again."
"We complained to the police about a

week ago," said .Manager Robinson, of Best
& Co., Twenty-third street, "that some of
the pedlers were thrusting their bouquets
right into the faces of our patrons.
Since then we have not heard so many com¬
plaints, The patrolman on this beat does
his work well, and whenever he passes
keeps the pedlers moving, but they return
again during his absence."
"We have not been troubled much of late

by pedlers," said Manager Ackermah, of
James McCreery & Co.. Twenty-third
street, "but they are certainly an annoy¬
ance to shopp«rs."

A NUISANCE, EHRICH SAYS.
"The pedlers are a great annoyance," said

Samuel Ehrlch, of Ehrich Brothers. "We
have complained of them to the police.
They save us very much tcoubie last Sum¬
mer, but are not so bad now."
"We are ofteu annoyed by pedlers and

venders," said Manager Flanagan, of
Adams & Co. "We should be glad to have
them removed. One cause of complaint we
have is the throwing of banana peels on
the sidewalks in front of our place. The
venders are very careless where they throw
the peels. We have complained about these
men, and things are not so bad as they
were, but they are bad enough."
"We suffer a good deal from the annoy¬

ance," said Manager Wylie, of Simpson,
Crawford & Simpson. "Some of our neigh¬
bors are even greater sufferers. These ven¬
ders are not only a nuisance, but they ob¬
struct traffic. They will so till the street
with their carts that, the dry goods store
wagons cannot be driven up to the curb."

WARING IN ANOTHER SQUABBLE.

Replies to East Siders Concerning His
Attack on Hester Street Market.

Colonel Waring has got into a squabble
with East Siders because of his attack upon
"street markets." In a letter to a Jewish
periodical yesterday he said:
"You charge me as acting in my official

capacity for the suppression of the street
market in Hester street. I accept that
charge completely and all responsibility
connected with it. The Hester street
market has been an illegal nuisance to
the community. I do not believe that it
has been a benefit to those who have pa¬
tronized it, but it is not. my business to
inquire into that part, of it. It is my busi¬
ness to see that no illegal use of the street
is permitted, which interferes with my
duty of keeping it clean.
"You also accuse me of having promised

that a new market should be created,
where push-cart men can carry on their
business without molestation, and you say
that the Major has forgotten this promise.
Neither the Mayor nor I have forgotten this
promise, Ou the contrary, we are working
actively, in conjunction with Assembly¬
man Adler, for tiie passage of an act that
shall authorize the establishment of the
market playground to which you refer."

HE SACRIFICED HIS WIFE.

Too Much Religious Reading Led Him to
Beat Her Brains Out.

Mifflintown, Pa., March 2..Charles Ram¬
sey, of East Waterford, late last night beat
his wife's brains out with a club. Sensa¬
tional religious reading precipitated the at¬
tack. Ramsey believed he was to offer a
sacrifice and his wife was made the victim.
He Is confined to jail here, and shows all

signs of insanity. A commission appointed
by the court will determine his mental con¬
dition. Ramsey and his wife socially were
highly connected, and the occurrence has
created unusual excitement.

AMANDA WANDLE SUES.
She Alleges Alienation of Her Daughter's

Affection by Her Husband.Daughter
Defendant in Divorce Suit.

Before Vice-Chancellor Pitney, in Cham¬
bers, Jersey City, Mrs. Amanda Wandle,
of Bergen square, yesterday made applica¬
tion for counsel fees and alimony.
She was married to Theodore Wandle in

1862. A girl was born a year later. Two
or three years after the birth of the child
Wandle left home. Mrs. Wandle claims to
have thought him dead. She supported
herself and child by sewing. Afterward
she heard her husband was in New York
State. A few years ago the daughter mar¬
ried William E. Smith, of Jersey City, a

designer.
About a year ago Mrs. Smith had occa¬

sion to visit the Equitable Insurance build¬
ing, in New York, and there saw a man
who was pointed out by a friend as her
father. She spoke to him and, it is claimed,
the father and daughter became deeply at¬
tached to each other. One of the allega-
t'ons of Mrs. Wandle is that after twenty-
four years of absence her husband appeared
and alienated the affections of his daugh¬
ter from her and from Mr. Smith, and that
the daughter she had supported had not
only left her, but also Smith, and that she
had gone to reside with her father in

KMr.elSmith has a divorce suit pending
against his wife, in which he alleges the
same facts. Counsel tor Mrs. Wandle
claimed the husband had taken-from his
client the daughter who should be hei sup-
port and refused to make provision foi
the support of his wife. It was contended
that Wandle received .$3,000 a year from
the Equitable Life Insprance Company as
a CounseV for Wandle claimed Mrs. Wandle
knew where her husband was. He said
Wandle's business when married was that
ot' horse dealing. This required him to
travel a great deal. He claimed Wandle
had gone to the house where his wife was.

He Stated Plainly His Position on the
Pending School Bills.

He did not
agree with some of Mr. Fuller aremaiks
concerning the working of the schools as
he presented them in Albany on T hursday.
He did say that if the Strauss bill, which

seeks to maintain a different system of
trustee management, passed both houses,
that he would not disapprove of it. At
the same time he did not say he would
sign it In other words, the Mayor en-
deavored not to show bis hand.

DEAD AMONG STRANGERS.

Dr. Charles Brown, of Scotland, Died Sud¬
denly at the Hoffman House.

Dr. Charles Brown, a Scotchman, who
arrived here on Saturday en route for Cali¬
fornia, died suddenly of heart disease in
his room in the Hoffman House yesterday
morning.
Dr. Brown was apparently thirty years

old. Nothing Is known of him at the hotel
except that he came there on Sunday after¬
noon, having just arrived on a steamship
from England. About 9 o'clock yesterday
morning a bell boy answered a call from
Dr Brown's room and received an order
for breakfast. When the boy returned to
the room with the breakfast there was no
response to liis knocks.
He finally opened the door, and saw Dr.

Brown lying on the floor.
Dr. Nash, of No. 9 West Twenty-fourth

street was called in, bnt tie found that L)i.
Brown had been dead for some minutes.
A gold watch and chain, a diamond ring,

$112 in bills and an excursion ticket to Los
Angeles were found in the pockets of the
dead man. The body was removed to the
Morgue.

HU IS HOT AFRAID,
Mad-Dog Bites Have No Terror

for the Williamsburg
Truckman.

Dr. Gibier Will Watch Him for Symp¬
toms of Hydrophobia for

a Test Case.

DINNER GIVEN TO THE INJURED BOYS.

All the Patients Are Doing Well and No
Fears for Any of Them Are En¬

tertained.A Patient from
Pittsburg.

It was an interesting party of patients
who assembled at the Pasteur Institute,
Central Park West and Ninety-seventh
street, yesterday afternoon. They were the
boys.thirteen of the fifteen were boys.
who were bitten on Saturday morning by
the big, black, curly-haired dog which ran
amuck on the lower east side of town on
that day. They had been told Sunday,
when they were first treated, to come back
yesterday. Dr. Gibier had also informed
them that between the necessary inocula¬
tions of 10 a. m. and 4 p. m. they would
have "something of a lunch." By ID
o'clock the unhappy thirteen boys and the
two men were on hand.
The treatment by hypodermic injections

in either side of the patients' bodies was

given by Dr. Gibier and Dr. Leteve. After
it was over the boys had their "something
of a lunch."
They were not stinted in the matter of

food, and the poor little East Side lads had
a feed that astonished their stomachs.
There was a thick and palatable soup, a

piece of fine roast beef, potatoes and to¬
matoes, ancl coffee.
Of the fifteen who went to the Pasteur

Institute one was a man who refused to
be treated. lie was Charles Hogan, a
truck driver, who lives at No. 320 South
Second street, Williamsburg; and he did
not think it necessary to be inoculated.

WILL WATCH HOGAN'S CASE:
Dr. Gibier said that in case Hogan con¬

tinued to refuse to be treated, he would
prove to be a test case.
"Deductions may be made from his

case," said the expert, "which shall be of
value. I am sure that the dog who bit
these children was mad. It may be that
Hogan was not attacked by the same ani¬
mal, but if he was, as he insists, we can
possibly draw lessons. I cannot say how
soon the hydrophobia will develop in Ho¬
gan. It may not be for three months; it
may not be for years; perhaps ne.er: but
he will always be an interesting subject,
nud I shall watch, so far as 1 can, for
symptoms in his case."
Dr. Gibier said that all the patients he

had treated seemed to be doing well. He
will give them two inoculations a day for
four days, and one a day up to fifteen.
An eleven-year-old boy troin Pittsburg,

Pa., came to the Pasteur Institute yester¬
day, and said that he had been bitten two
days before near his home by a strange
dog. His wounds were on the left arm.

THOMAS J. DORAN INSANE.
Police Headquarters Clerk Found at

the Sinclair House Un¬
conscious.

Thomas J. Doran, clerk of statistics in
Chief Clerk Klpp's office at Police Head-
onnrtors is at St. Y'.ucent's Hosoital suf¬

fering from insanity. Doran was found at
the Sinclair House, Broadway and Eighth
street, early yesterday morning, in a con¬

dition which suggested the possibility of an

attempt to commit suicide. Soon after
Sunday midnight he walked into the hotel
and demanded a room in such a peculiar
manner that the clerk viewed him with
suspicion, and, after assigning him to a
room on the third floor, he gave instruc¬
tions that a watch should be kept upon
him.
At a quarter to four o'clock yesterday

morning the clerk visited Doran's room and
found the unfortunate man sitting on a
chair in an unconscious condition. It was
immediately conjectured that he had taken
poison, and an ambulance was summoned.
Doran was taken to St. Vincent's Hospi¬
tal, where it was found that he had in his
possession a banif boOk showing a credit
balance of $250 in his favor at the Manhat¬
tan Bank, and a receipt from St. Fran-
cis' Hospital proving that he had been
discharged from there on the previous day.
Upon careful examination the medical staff
of St. Vincent's Hopital pronounced the
patient to be insane.

who is Doran's sister, said yesterday that
he had lived with her until a weeK ago,
when he became afflicted with a nervous
disease and was taken to St. Francis' Hos¬
pital. It was found, however, that when
Doran left St. Francis' Hospital he did
so with the intention of returning
home. His mind then failed him and
he drifted into the Sinclair Hotel, not
knowing what he was doing. He can rec¬
ognize nobody, and his recovery is believed
to be impossible.
